OPPOSITION TO GOOD ROADS. 


Crities of the Tulare County Board 

of Supervisors Pass a Petition of 

[Special Correspondence of The Times.} 

HANFORD, Aug. 6.—-A remon- 
strance against the appointment by 
the Supervisors of a county highway 
commission to map out a systém of 
g00d roads in Kings county and ap- 
proximate their cost, as called for in 
}& Petition filed with the Supervisors 
in May and signed by the required 
number of property-owning electors, 
is now being circulated in the north- 
ern part of the county and being 
fairly/ well signed. 

This is the first indication of op- 
position to the proposed good roads 
bond issue, and comes as a surprise 
to the supporters of the movement. 
The Supervisors have been waiting 
upon the appointment of the State 
| Highway Commission by Gov. John- 
son, and their decision as to the 
route the State road through this val- 
ley will take, before appointing the 
local Commissioners. It is said that 
the remonstrance will be presented 
to the Bupervisors when they meet 
tomorrow, and, in that event, the 
board may take some action in the 
matter at thie seasion.
